Budget Decisions Reflect Leadership Long Anticipated 



On Friday, June 29th, a friend of mine received some disheartening news - our new 
Governor vetoed 10,000 dollars ln diecretionary state funding to the nonprofit 
organization he heads up. This money was important to reducing costs of services to kids 
and their parents, reducing barriers of entry and promoting the ability for high risk 
children to participate in the program' s activities. In the most genuine voice I can 
muster, I cry out to Sarah, B Way to go giri!" 



It is time that the leadership of this atate follows through with campaign promises and 
exercises common sense and prudence in the management of this state. Our legislative body 
passed a combined operating and capital budget of $2.2 billion, which was about $272 
million higher than the Governor reguested. In response, she line-vetoed $230 million 
from the budget proposed by the legislature. Most of the items she vetoed out of the 
budget were special projects, like my friend' s. She stated in her submission of the final 
budget that she removed such projects for a variety of reasons, to include the fact that 
state funding of such programa is not a state responsibility. 



Yes, people will be affected and, yes, good projects were cut. But, this is probably 
the first step towards a long overdue weaning off of government subsidiary. It will not 
make Sarah necessarily popular, but following the decades of frivolous spending on 
questionable initiatives while essential services like public safety and education were 
always targeted for budget reductions, Sarah' s bold movement here is refreshing. 



The approved budget did reach over $1.8 billion, which for its 555,000 residents, 
represents allocated state spending of $2750 per resident. Compare that to Texas, where 
the approved 2008 budget allocates only $475 in spending for each of its residents, and 
you understand the sizable amount of state funding that goes to support the public. 



Undoubtedly there are other considerations that make comparing Alaska and Texas state 
budgets the same as comparing the proverbial apples and oranges. We know that cities do 
more of their own revenue generation and public spending than the cities here in Alaska. 
In our state, over 60% of all state and local spending that is conducted happens at the 
state level, corapared with 40% for the United States, overall. In other words, the state 
budget has been filled with pork and some trimming of the fat was in order. 



The process is far from complete and the state can only hope that our courageous 
Governor will continue down the road of exercising fiscal responsibility. She promised 
such in her transmittal letter to the Senate President, citing her intent to not allow 
special education projects through in the future, given that such expense items should go 
through normal school board or assembly budget processes to ensure the even distribution 
of the large amount of funds earmarked for education. 
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However, the road to achieving a smaller budget should be traveled carefully and 
indiscriminate cutting must be avoided. Government money is generated for the specific 
intent of being spent for the good of all people. Sarah will come under intense scrutiny 
if her funding decisions do not show a consistent budgeting policy or if she fails to 
represent the desires of her general constituents, the people of this great state. On 
June 29th, she demonstrated her capability to lead and make the right decisions, 
regardless of short-term reverberations that she caused across many organizations. Taking 
this the right step further, continuing to fulfill commitments, will help Alaskans fully 
embrace her methods and find faith in her execution of her duties. Good luck, Governor, i 
wish you the best.
